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Highway  Surveyor's  Report. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Palmer  :  — 

At  the  beginning  of  his  term  of  office,  the  Surveyor  of  High- 
ways found  the  roads  and  streets  in  the  town  in  an  unusually  poor 
condition,  and  a  conscientious  effort  was  made  at  a  great  expense  to 
put  them  in  proper  shape.  While  the  results  are  not  what  should  be 
expected  and  far  different  from  what  should  be  desired,  this  report  is 
submitted  with  the  belief  that  as  much  has  been  accomplished  as 
circumstances  would  permit. 

The  work  was  done  under  unfavorable  conditions,  and  many 
serious  obstacles  were  encountered  that  are  not  usually  met  with  in 
this  department.  The  heavy  rain-fall  during  the  summer  months 
seriously  interfered  with  our  work,  badly  cuttiDg  up  the  roads  and 
making  it  necessary  to  do  over  again  much  of  the  work  that  had 
been  completed.  In  the  village  of  Bondsville  alone,  the  cost  of 
making  the  roads  passable  after  wash-outs  was  $435.00.  The  fre- 
quent rains  also  caused  great  expense  to  be  incurred  in  cleaning  out 
the  catch-basins  in  the  Depot  village,  and  this  has  been  charged  to 
the  appropriation  for  highways.  The  catch-basins  requiring  atten- 
tion numbered  138,  and  the  expense  of  caring  for  them  was  much 
greater  than  in  former  years. 

During  the  year  labor  was  very  scarce  and  commanded  higher 
wages  than  formerly.  Much  difficulty  was  experienced  in  hiring 
teams,  and  a  sufficient  number  could  not  at  all  times  be  obtained. 
The  large  amount  of  railroad  work  being  done  in  our  vicinity  during 
the  year  made  it  impossible  for  us  to  employ  our  usual  working  force 
on  the  highways.  The  help  secured  under  the  circumstances  was 
less  efficient  and  more  expensive. 

The  scarcity  of  good  road-building  material,  and  the  necessity 
of  long  hauls  are  ever-present  causes  of  great  expense,  and  during 


r 
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the  past  year,  when  more  material  than  usual  was  used,  drew  heavily 
on  our  appropriation. 

To  obtain  good  road-building  material,  it  is  recommended  that 
gravel  such  as  is  obtainable  be  run  through  the  stone  crusher,  which 
is  now  owned  by  the  town.  A  good  material  for  repairs  and  new 
work  would  thus  be  obtained,  and  the  large  amount  of  stone  that  is 
bought  and  paid  for  by  the  town  and  subsequently  raked  off  the 
roads  and  thrown  away,  would  then  be  saved  and  utilized.

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la  the  above  item  of  $1,500.86  charged  to  village  of  Palmer  is 
included  the  entire  expenditure  for  raking  stone  from  all  the  roads 
during  the  year  and  several  other  items  that  could  not  be  properly 
charged  to  any  one  district. 

The  attention  of  the  citizens  is  called  to  the  following  roads  : — 
Extensive  repairs  are  needed  from  Calkins  Hill  to  Wilbraham  line. 
Road  to  Carpet  mill  calls  for  small  outlay  to  make  it  a  good  road. 
Road  from  Palmer  to  Wire  mill  in  bad  shape,  and  an  expense  of  at 

least  $500  ueeded  to  put  it  in  first-class  condition. 
Pleasant  and  Park  streets  in  village  of  Palmer  need  grading. 
Main  street  in  Thorndike  needs  new  catch-basins  and  grading.  A 

section  of  the  sewer  in  that  street  is  stopped  up. 
Main  and  Kelley  streets  in  Three  Rivers  need  an  outlay  at  once,  and 

the  road  from  J.  H.  Wesson's  to  the  village  is  in  a  dangerous 

condition  ;  also  strip  from  Wesson's  to  new  road  near  dam  via 

Burlingame  farm. 

SIDEWALKS. 

There  are  hundreds  of  feet  of  concrete  sidewalks  that  could  be 
put  in  good  condition  now  at  a  reasonable  expense.  If  permitted  to 
go  much  longer  without  repairs  rebuilding  will  be  necessary. 

BRIDGES. 

The  bridges  were  found  in  such  condition  that  the  expenditure 
of  the  full  amount  of  the  appropriation,  $1000,  was  found  necessary 
in  addition  to  the  amount  of  $117.82,  which  remains  unpaid.  The 
town  of  Monson  has  a  claim  of  $81.12  against  us. 

The  wooden  truss  bridge  at  Three  Rivers  was  repaired  at  a  cost 
of  $592.34.  The  sum  of  $823.63  was  laid  out  on  this  same  bridge 
three  years  ago.  Upon  the  King  bridge  at  West  Brimfield  an  d  the 
Blodgett  bridge  there  was  expended  the  sum  of  $63.09.  Three 
years  ago  $116.50  was  used  to  repair  the  same  structures.  The 
canal  bridge  at  Bondsville  received  a  thorough  overhauling  an  d  one 
of  the  iron  bridges  was  replanked.  The  Mansfield  and  Burleigh 
bridges  were  repaired  as  well  as  some  of  the  other  large  bridges. 
Seven  small  bridges  received  a  good  over-hauling,  but  still  quite  a 
number  of  the  bridges  both  small  and  large  are  in  very  poor  condi- 
tion. Attention  is  called  to  the  two  bridges  over  the  river,  one  at 
Fay's  and  the  other  at  the  fooKof  Commercial  street.    If  piers  were 
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constructed  beneath  these  bridges,  they  would  last  for  many  years 
to  come.  Attention  was  called  to  these  two  bridges  three  years  ago, 
but  no  adequate  provision  was  made  for  their  repair. 

Several  of  the  smaller  bridges,  including  the  dry  bridge  on  Com- 
mercial street,  need  to  be  rebuilt,  and  it  is  recommended  that  they 
be  replaced  with  structures  of  cement  concrete  for  the  sake  of  future 
economy.

Eeport  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 


The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  present  the  following  report : — 

The  net  expense  of  caring  for  the  poor  belonging  to  the  Town 
of  Palmer  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1907,  has  been  $6,414,  a 
reduction  of  $1,242  from  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  net 
expense  at  the  Town  Farm  has  been  reduced  $243,  although  the 
average  cost  per  week  has  increased  24  cents.  This  is  occasioned 
by  several  conditions  :  The  average  number  of  inmates  at  the  Farm 
has  been  2J  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  while  certain  items  in  the 
cost  of  maintenance  —  Warden's  salary,  fuel,  lights,  etc  —  will  be 
the  same  whether  there  are  15  inmates  or  25,  thus  increasing  the 
average  cost  with  a  small  number  of  inmates  ;  the  new  buildings 
were  not  occupied  until  May  10,  and  up  to  that  time  a  portion  of  the 
inmates  had  to  be  boarded  out  at  a  cost  per  week  greater  than  had 
they  been  cared  for  in  the  town's  building  ;  until  the  crops  on  the 
Farm  could  be  grown  almost  the  entire  feed  for  the  stock  had  to  be 
bought,  the  crops  of  the  previous  year  having  been  destroyed  by  the 
fire  ;  the  occupancy  of  the  new  building  necessitated  the  purchase  of 
many  articles  needed  to  replace  those  lost  in  the  fire  and  not  provided 
for  by  the  special  appropriation  for  furnishings. 

The  inventory  at  the  Farm  shows  a  gratifying  increase  over  that 
of  last  year,  in  crops  and  material  produced  on  the  Farm,  and  in  the 
value  of  the  live  stock. 

The  Farm  is  now  well  equipped  with  buildings  :  A  house  with 
a  normal  capacity  of  27  inmates,  which  can  be  made  to  accommodate 
So  without  additional  expense,  while  a  still  larger  number  might  be 
cared  for  by  finishing  off  quarters  in  the  spacious  attic;  a  barn* 
ice  house,  hen  house,  wagon  and  tool  shed,  and  a  silo.  The  house 
is  in  need  of  eaves-troughs  however,  and  the  Overseers  recommend 
a  special  appropriation  for  this  purpose. 
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Careful  investigation  has  been  made  in  all  cases  of  application 
for  aid,  and  the  expense  kept  as  low  as  possible.  No  control  can  be 
had  however  of  hospital  cases  and  accidents  which  arise  in  other 
cities  and  towns. 

The  Overseers  recommend  an  appropriation  of  &7500  for  the 
support  of  poor,  and  that  the  monies  received  on  their  account  by 
the  Town  Treasurer  be  appropriated  for  their  use,  as  last  year.

Board  of  Health  Report. 


Palmer,  Mass.,  Feb.  15th,  1907. 
The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  the  following  report : 

The  year  now  ended  has  been  in  some  respects  a  busy  one  for 
the  board.  Several  cases  of  disregard  of  orders  to  connect  with  the 
public  sewers  have  required  a  deal  of  effort  and  no  little  trouble  to 
enforce  compliance. 

A  few  cases  of  contagious  diseases  have  given  the  board 
annoyance,  as  interests  outside  of  the  town  have  been  involved, 
making  the  enforcement  of  strict  quarantine  imperative  and  insistance 
thereof  taking  much  time  of  the  board. 

The   Inspectors  of  Schools  have   found   many  cases  where 
scholars  have  not  been  vaccinated  ;  these  cases  were  reported  to  the 
board,  who  decided  that  as  all  scholars  must  be  vaccinated,  and 
those  whose  parents  were  unable  to  pay  should  be  treated  free. 
The  Board  make  the  following  recommendations  : 

That  a  sewer  be  built  to  the  Carpet  Mill ;  also  that  the  town 
adopt  Chapter  No.  103  of  the  Revised  Laws,  regarding  an  inspector 
of  plumbing  for  the  town. 

There  is  now  due  from  the  Town  of  Westboro  $89.62  for  care 
of  scarlet  fever  patients,  and  there  is  due  the  City  of  Worcester  a 
bill  for  the  care  of  contagious  cases  of  which  the  board  has  been 
notified,  but  no  bill  received.
